• — "Nothing but war legislation" this 
year is to be the program of 'the gen- 
eral court which assembled on Beacon 
hill at 11 o'clock today. Both Presi- 
dent Wells of the senate and Speaker 
Cox of the house, in taking their re- 
spective chairs, 
delivered 
ringing 
speeches declaring for a war program. 
and the applause given them indicated 
that the members, for the time being 
at least, are heartily in accord with 
their leaders. 
/ 


Today's convening of the legislature 


was entirely "cut and dried." 
Each 


one of the officers and clerks of last 
year's senate and house was re-elect- 
ed, with practical unanimity, the only 
exception being that the democrats in 
tho house voted for their candidate 
for speaker for the sole purpose of 
giving him the somewhat empty honor 
of being their floor leader. There were 
also a few "joke" votes for sergeant- 
at-arms, this being a 
time-honored 


custom with certain would-be humor- 
ists. 


In accepting his election to the pres- 


idency of the senate, for the third 
time, President Wells said: — 


"We enter upon our duties this yea* 


under different and more momentous 
circumstances than for many years. 
Our legislative activities should take 
cognizance of those elements g-overn- 
ng all other' activities in such a time. 
jpon us, not alone as individuals, but 
as the representative body of a great 
commonwealth, falls the burden of do- 
ing our utmost for the furtherance of 
our national purpose to fight the war 
to a finish and as expeditiously as 
possible. To that end let us extend 
our co-operation in order that not 
alone may the rights of American citi- 
zens be preserved, but that the rights 
of all mankind may be maintained, not

VICTIMS OF COLD 


In common with other cities of New 


England, Lowell has suffered very se- 
-verely from the coai^shortage during 
the cold spelL The poor of Boston, It 
appears, have been found by the thou- 
sand without any coal and to keep 
warm without a fire while the temper- 
ature ranges from two to ten degrees 
below zero, is a task well nigh im- 
possible. 
If, under such conditions, 


the people escaped being 
frozen 
to 


death, it ia certain that they suffered 
severely from the effects of the cold 
and that many have contracted colds 
from which they will die later. The 
same is trua in a. measure in every 
city. Here in Lowell we may erpsct 
for the next few "weeks more deaths 
from pneumonia and other 
diseases 


brought on by want of protection 
against the intense cold of the past 
week. 


THE COAL SHORTAGE 


We of New England have 
passed 


through a serious siege of cold weath- 
er during which thousands have suf- 
fered from the shortage in coal. It 
is to be hoped that Mr. McAdoo and 
his able assistants in 
the 
railroad 


.business, will succeed in relieving this 
coal shortage for which there seems 
to be no, adequate excuse anywhere 
except a deficiency of coal cars or 
failure of the roads to move the cars 
on hand with promptness. 


There has'been coal enough at the 


mines awaiting removal; and it is safe 
to assume that the miners will keep 
the output ahead of the shipments. It 
remains for the railroads to distribute 
all that has been mined and thus test 
the capacity of tho mine operators. 
It seems that too much of the coal 
has been removed from the ordinary 
channels of .domestic demand while 
the output of the mines was below 
normal. It is now in order to speed 
up and ship the coal to the 
points 


where it is most needed until the coal 
dealers say "enough." The domestic 
demand should be met first after coal- 
ing our fleet and merchant marine. 


MARKET BASKET POPULAR

sion stores shut down to a great ex- 
tent on the delivery of orders, 
the 


market basket has become more and 
more of a necessity.

•—"Nothing but war legislation" this 
year is to be tho program of the gen- 
eral court which assembled on Beacon 
hill at 11 o'clock today. Both Presi- 
dent Wells of the senate and Speaker 
Cor of the house, in taking their re- 
spective chairs, 
delivered 
ringing 
speeches declaring for a war program, 
and Uie applause given them indicated 
that the members, for the time beine 
at least, are heartily in accord with 
their leaders. 


Today's convening of the legislature 


wag entirely "cut and dried." 
Each 


one of the officers and clerks of last 
year's senate and house wag re-elect- 
ed, with practical unanimity, the only 
exception being that the democrats in 
the house voted for their candidate 
for speaker for the sole purpose of 
giving him the somewhat empty honor 
of being their floor leader. There were 
also a few "joke" votes for serjeant- 
at-arms, this being a 
time-honored 
custom with certain would-be humor- 
ists. 


In accepting his election to the pres- 


idency of the senate, for the third 
time, President Wells said:— 


"We enter upon our duties this year 


under different and more momentous 
circumstances than for many years. 
Ou'r 
legislative activities should taka 


cognizance of those elements govern- 
ing all other activities in such a time. 
Upon us, not alone as individuals, but 
as the representative body of a great 
commonwealth, fails the burden-of do- 
ing our utmost for the furtherance ol 
our national purpose to fight the war 
to a finish and as espeditiousiy as 
possible. To that end let us extend 
our co-operation in order that not 
alone may the rights of American citi- 
zens be preserved, but that the rights 
of all mankind may be maintained, not 
alone that wo may live in peace on 


Udo side of too water, bat that an 
everlasting peace may be established 
tor ail mankind. 


"Let ua forget for the moment the 
theories and the fads of a peaceful 
time and apart from war legislation 
imperatively demanded 
enact 
only 


such legislation as is vitally pecessary 
for the welfare of the community we 
represent or the whole commonwealth. 
Ail else may well be subservient there- 
to and our energies thus directed and 
not dissipated may thereby produce 
the always longed for short but pains- 
session."
